Add to 
this tbe fact that a score of 7.*alous 
citizens havo just raked tin oily over 
to obtain 133,000; make it imperative 
in this case to secure tbe necessary 
means through another expedient, 
hence the election of Thursday next.

have tbe right to assume that every 
elector will be at tbe polls. Ooce we 
have attained the tutnmlt of this 
bin, we confidently predict for Lima 
a doubling of p«pn atloo and values 


But our citizens must not read
